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REMOVING ICE 


INAL construction is just about being completed on the ten 
F filter beds which constitute the plant designed some years 
ago for the purification of the water supply of Providence, 
R. I. The first contract was dated July 15, 1902, and called for six 
slow sand filters, each approximately one acre in effective area; 
a regulating house containing the measuring and controlling 
apparatus; a pumping station, and a laboratory building. When 
the plans for these filters were under consideration the subject 
of covering the beds was considered at some length. 
of the fact that at Lawrence, Mass., 50 miles further north, little 
trouble had been experienced with snow and ice or with any 
serious interruption of bacterial efficiency on account of cold, 
and inasmuch as a considerable saving in cost could be made 
by omitting the covers, the Commissioner of Public Works 
decided to adopt open filter beds. 
-art of the first six beds was put in operation in the summer 
of 1904, and a second contract was let on February 13, 1905, 
calling for another regulating house and two additional beds. 
The winter of 1905-06 was particularly severe in New England 
and the formation of ice on the water over the filter beds then 
in service made the cleaning of them very difficult and at times 
almost impossible. Ice fourteen inches thick formed over the 
filters, and not only the full force of water works employees, 
but a number from the sewer department also were utilized, the 
force at times reaching 150 men; but even with these it was

impossible to remove the ice as fast as it formed. In conse- 
quence the beds had to be operated with much greater loss of 
head than had been intended. The same difficulty was found 
in the winter of 1906-07, and at times it was found necessary 
to draw water directly from the river to supply the demand. 
This experience convinced those in charge that it would conduce 
not only to greater efficiency of filtration in winter time, but to

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CLEANING OPEN BEDS 


In each bed there are 280 piers spaced 11 feet 11 inches on 
centers. Each pier is 32 inches at the base, battered for a 
height of 28 inches, where the size is 20 inches on each side, 
which dimension is continued to the springing line. The greatest 
height between the floor and roof is 12 feet 7 inches. 

The roof is 6 inches thick at the centers of the arches and 
8 inches thick over the piers. The arches are elliptical on the 
under side and parabolic on the upper. The rise of the under 
side from springing line to crown is 24 feet. Each bed contains 
139 manholes, having an inside diameter of 34 inches. These 
are fitted with double covers, which give an air space between 
them. 

The side walls and those separating adjacent beds are 2 feet 
6 inches thick above the level of the filtering sand, below which 
they increase by batter to a thickness of 4 feet in the case of 
the division walls and 3 feet 9 inches in the case of the side 
walls. Each bed is provided with three entrances, which are 
covered with a flat concrete beam instead of the customary 
arch. The sills of these entrances are 6 inches above the maxt- 
mum height of the water, or 4 feet 6 inches above the top of 
the sand, and the head room is 7 feet in the clear. 

To drain off the water which would collect in the pockets 
formed by the upper surface of the roof, a drain hole leads 
through the center of each pier down to a point a few inches 
above the sand level, where a horizontal drain hole discharges 
the drainage through two opposite faces of the pier. A 24-inch 
drain pipe is provided for each bed for drawing off the un- 
filtered water when it is desired to clean the bed. Gates are 
provided in the walls between adjacent filters for the purpose 
of refilling a bed, after it has been cleaned, with water filtered 
by an adjacent bed, which is effected by permitting the effluent, 
as it leaves the bed which is in operation, to back up through 
the main collector of the bed which has just been cleaned until 
it shows upon the surface of the sand. Then the connection 
between the two is closed and water is turne:] onto the cleaned 
bed, which is then ready for operation. The drainage system

of the beds consist of tight main channels, to which are con- 
nected smaller drain tile with open joints laid at right angles 
with the main channel. There are two such main channels with 
their reticulations in each bed, which two channels are connected 
to the main intercepting channel. This construction, it was 
thought, would tend to give a more uniformly distributed filtra- 
tion than the use of one main channel only. In the beds first 
constructed round tile were used for the laterals, but in the 
reconstruction these were replaced by half tile; also the 20-inch 
vitrified pipe main collector was replaced by a 16-inch by 
36-inch concrete conduit. 

The filtering material consists of 4 feet of sand resting upon 
2 inches of fine gravel, which in turn rests upon 2 inches of 
marble-sized gravel, and this upon 8 inches of egg-sized gravel. 
When the sand and gravel were removed from the original beds 
after about two years of service there were no indications that 
either the sand or any grade of gravel had been washed down 
into the grade beneath. The sand and gravel used for the filter- 
ing material were washed in two separate plants, one for each

material. The filtering material originally used in the first six 
beds was replaced after these had been reconstructed, the 
gravel being regraded into the three sizes above referred to 
before being replaced. 

The sand for the filters was obtained about one-fourth of a 
mile from the work and was loaded by Little Giant steam 
shovels into cars traveling on a track of three feet gauge. Thes: 
cars were then hauled by cables onto a trestle and were dumped 
into a trough about 150 feet long, through which it was trans- 
ported by water applied, part at the upper end and part at a 
point 50 feet lower down. At the énd of this trough was a 
series of screens by which the sand of a proper size for the 
filter was separated out from the other material and was then

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discharged into cars which carried it to the filter beds. These 
cars dumped the sand through the filter manholes and it was 
distributed by hand in the beds. 

Each of the entrances above referred to is 9 feet 8% inches 
wide and permits the use of two wheelbarrow runways placed 
side by side. These runways are used for replacing cleaned 
sand, or for removing the dirty sand which is scraped from the 
beds when it is thought desirable. Ordinarily, however, the 
dirty sand is removed by the ejector system now in common use 
in most large gravity filters. These runways consist each of 
three ten-inch planks placed side by side and resting upon 6 
by 10-inch beams of cypress, which beams are supported be- 
tween the rows of piers on either side of the runway, each end 
resting in a pocket molded in the concrete pier. It has been 
found generally desirable not to wash the sand as soon as it 
is removed, because of the large amount of vegetable matter 
which is carried by the river water and which leaves a slime 
upon the sand which is difficult to remove while wet, which 
difficulty is greatly diminished by drying the slime. The sand 
is washed by an ejector washer similar to that first used in 
the Washington, D. C., filters and made by the Norcross En 
gineering Company, of Florence, Mass. The sand is carried 
from the piles in which it is dried to the washer through a 
hose, which is connected to a supply box fitted with an ejector 
made from pipe with a 14-inch opening at the large end and 


5g-inch opening at the small end. When using a 50-foot 


length of hose it is possible to clean 10 cubic yards per hour, 
but when longer lengths are used this rate is greatly reduced. 


It was found that by discharging the mixture of sand and 


water, as it left the washer, into a rough wooden box an addi 
tional amount of cleaning was accomplished, and the sand did 
not have the tendency to stratification which was experienced 


when the box was not used.

In constructing these filters the contractor used a Lambert 
cableway with a 540-foot span for handling the concrete, which 
was mixed by a 40-cubic foot Chicago improved cube mixer 
mounted on a truck. Most of the concrete was mixed with this 
one mixer, although one or two others were used for short 
periods as auxiliaries. 

Sand and gravel were delivered to the concrete mixer by 
wagons and the mixed concrete was discharged into Haines 
buckets of one cubic yard capacity. These buckets were car- 
ried on trucks, traveling a 2'4-foot gauge track which was laid 
through the middle court. On these trucks the buckets were 
carried to a point under the cable and were then picked up by 
the latter and transferred and lowered to the point where desired. 
At the same time that a filled bucket was removed from a truck 
an empty one was placed there by the cable and was carried 


back by the truck to be filled at the mixer. The average

amount of concrete made and placed each day was approxi- 
mately 100 cubic yards and the maximum 167 cubic yards. 

The forms for the piers were made in four pieces, which 
were bolted together when ready for use. Each piece was 
made up of 2-inch planks stiffened by 4 x 4 and 2 x 8 timbers. 
The drain holes in the piers were formed, the horizontal one 
by passing a pipe enclosed in a cardboard tube through holes 
in two opposite sides of the form, the vertical one by a mandrel 
somewhat tapered, the bottom of which was held in place by 
a hole in the top of the pipe just mentioned, the top being held 
by braces nailed to the top of the pier form. 

The forms for the groined arches also were of wood and 
were made in sections, each of which formed one-eighth of a 
complete square of the groining. The surface of the forms 
was made with 7g-inch spruce flooring, dressed on the upper 
side, and the ribs supporting this were of 1%-inch pine. Nc 
attempt was made to have the various sections of the arch 
forms fit exactly, but the joints between them were made tight 
to prevent the draining of the wet mortar through them, by

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lagging boards closely fitted after the forms were in position 
and by strips of roofing paper laid over the valley joints. Be- 
fore placing the arch concrete the mandrels were removed from 
the vertical drain holes and replaced with tapered plugs which 
would extend above the roof concrete and could be removed 
after this had set.

The forms for the division walls were made of sheet metal 
stiffened with timber, as shown in the illustration. These walls 
were built in sections, each the length of the metal form. In 
the end of each section was molded a rabbet, and the pouring 
of the next section caused the concrete to flow into this, form- 
ing a tongue which served to form a water-tight joint between 
the two sections.

The water which is purified in these filters is drawn from the 
Pawtuxet River, which is lined on both sides with factory 
towns for a considerable distance above the city. These are 
not supposed to discharge sewage into the stream, but con- 
siderable manufacturing waste reaches it from mills, and it is 
probable that there is more or less sewage matter discharged 
into it as well. The water carries very little silt, but consider- 
able quantities of alge. As the volume of water flowing is 
regulated to a certain extent by the mills above, a low obstruc- 
tion dam was placed in the river to provide sufficient depth for 
the intake. 

The water is drawn from the river through two intakes, one 
placed in the channel of the river and the other at the bank. 
These intakes conduct the water to the pump house, where two 
De Laval centrifugal pumps, direct connected to motors, raise 
the water seven feet into discharge chambers. Each of these 
pumps has a capacity of 20,000,000 gallons in 24 hours when 
running at 400 revolutions per minute. From the discharge 
chambers the water passed over a baffle weir and through a 
series of four screens of 5, 6, 10 and 24 meshes per inch 
(%-inch to 1-32-inch clear openings). These screens are washed 
by raising them from their grooves by means of a light block 
and tackle carried by a hand trolley, swinging them to one

three minutes to wash a screen. From these screens the water 
passes through a 54-inch by 68-inch raw water conduit to the 
filter beds, which it enters through 24-inch sluice gates. These

In cleaning the beds 18 men

of sand removed being about 5¢-inch. The beds are supposed 
to run until they show a loss of head of four feet, which is 
the maximum provided for. At the time of the last report at 
hand, the maximum run of bed had been 1,221 hours and the 
minimum 193.2 hours; the maximum bacteria in the filtered 
water 129 and the minimum 1, while the maximum bacteria in 


the river water had been 7,500 and the minimum 160. The

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maximum efficiency of reduction had been 99.9 per cent and the 
minimum 67.5. 

With the exception of the specifications for the sand and 
gravel, which were written by Mr. Allen Hazen, the plant was 
designed by and built under the supervision of City Engineer 
Otis F. Clapp. Frederick Otis Clapp was assistant engineer in 
charge of construction. To them and to Mr. F. L. Cady, 
bacteriologist in charge of the filtration plant, we are indebted 
for most of the above information. 


COST OF BRICKLAYING BY A MUNICIPALITY 


As a result of the very careful investigation of the Sewer 
Department of the city of Boston, Metcalf & Eddy, consulting 
civil engineers to the Boston Finance Commission, present in 
a recent report some very interesting facts regarding the cost 
of bricklaying by municipal employees. Comparing the smaller 
sewers built by the Massachusetts Metropolitan Commission 
with those built by the day labor force of the city of Boston, 
the engineers find the prices ranging from $9.04 to $18.34 per 
thousand on the day labor work by the city, whereas on the 
Metropolitan work done by contract the highest price was $4.23 
and the lowest $2.77. 

Based on the number of brick laid, the difference between the 
day labor work of the city and the contract work of the Metro- 
politan Board is as noticeable as is the difference in cost. These 
items are particularly interesting when it is noted that upon the 
city work, taking the average for a whole week, the number of 
brick laid per mason per hour was as low as 13, and the largest 
242, as against 94 and 570, respectively, upon the 
Metropolitan work. The highest number per hour for the 
average of an entire job done by the Sewer Division was 78, 
whereas the lowest average upon Metropolitan work was 165 
and the highest 384. 

The engineers show that to a considerable extent the excessive 
cost under city administration was due to the fact that sufficient 
work was not always presented to keep the masons busy; but 
taking material and labor costs into consideration it appears 
that the total cost for brick masonry in the sewers was $30.75 
per thousand brick and $18.45 per cubic yard of brick work on 
the basis of 600 brick to the yard. It is shown that a fair price 
to pay for Portland cement concrete of this class would not 
be in excess of $8 per cubic yard. The engineers, therefore, 
recommend the substitution of concrete for brick work in sewer

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STATUS OF CIVIL ENGINEERING 


Objects of the Profession — Relation to It of American Society 


of Civil Engineers— Professional Narrowness—Ethics 


—Nomenclature of Titles Indefinite 


From annual address of Onward Bates, as President of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, at the annual convention: 


In determining the status of the profession, it is necessary 
to consider what it is, what are its objects, what it owes to the 
community and what is due to it from the public. To ascertain 
what it is requires a knowledge of the qualifications necessary 
for its practice, and what should be expected of its members 
in their relations with each other and with their employers. 

Since this is an address to the members of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, it should set forth the relation of 
the Society to the profession at large, and the Society’s obliga- 
tion to elevate the profession. I realize that I have undertaken 
a difficult task, and that all I can hope to accomplish is to 
interest the members of the Society, and to incite them to 
personal efforts for the improvement of their chosen profession 
and its establishment upon a more secure professional basis. 

Engineers have long desired a concise and sufficient definition 
of the profession, and, failing to obtain one that is satisfactory, 
have usually fallen back on the old one, attributed to Thomas 
Tredgold, as it is given in the charter of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, dated June 3, 1828, which is as follows: 

“The profession of a civil engineer, being the art of directing 
the great sources of power in Nature con- 
venience of man, as the means of production and of traffic in 


for the use and 
states both for external and internal trade, as applied in the 
construction of roads, bridges, aqueducts, canals, river naviga- 
tion and docks, for internal intercourse and exchange, and in 
the construction of harbors, and 
lighthouses, and in the art of navigation by artificial power for 
the purposes of commerce, and in the construction and adapta 
tion of machinery, and in the drainage of cities and towns.” 
In the 81 years since the incorporation of the Institution, no 
better definition than the one given by Tredgold has been sub 
mitted, and perhaps no better definition could have been offered 
It was thoroughly comprehensive of the duties of an engineer 
in the state of civilization at that period. Since then, in the 
unparalleled progress of civilization, his duties have been en

Jarged, diversified and multiplied, until it seems impossible to 
state in words what may reasonably be expected of a civil 
engineer at the present time. 

Engineers may be justly proud of their calling, and yet it 
must be recognized that, professionally, they are not well estab- 
lished, either among themselves or in their relations to the 
public, and that the status of the profession at the present time 
is not such as they should be satisfied to rest upon. 

Any survey of the status of the civil engineer is rendered 
difficult by the diversity of qualifications and requirements. It 
is frequently stated that the public, which furnishes the means 
of employment for the engineer, has little conception of what 
the work of an engineer really is, and that is not strange, since 
engineers have so much difficulty in defining their calling. This 
is an age of specialties, and it is a sufficient achievement for 
an engineer to become proficient in one line of employment: 
consequently, an engineer is engaged to perform any designated 
work on the basis of his experience and proficiency in executing 
similar works. As a result, the opinion is formed in the mind 
of his employer that the field of engineering is restricted to the 
particular class of work for which he has required an engineer’s 
services. This error is also common in the profession, for the 
reason that engineers expend their talents in certain lines, and 
become so engrossed in them that they acquire a limited appre 
ciation of other classes of engineering work. 

For the purpose of analyzing the profession and classifying 
it according to the nature of employment, an analysis has been 
made from the list of members of this society dated February, 
1909, showing what each of the 2,380 members has stated to be 
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his occupation. In selecting this limited number, no reflection 
is intended on the associate members, nor on the qualified 
engineers of this country who are not connected with the 
society. It is considered that the members furnish a sufficient 
number of representative engineers for a basis of investigation, 
and that no better list of experienced civil engineers can be 
obtained, since admission to the grade of member is a certificate 
of professional attainments and experience, and it is doubtless, 
also, a fact that the majority of the engineers of America who 
are qualified for the grade of member are already enrolled as 
such. The distinction of this list of members with regard to 
their occupation, as stated by themselves, is as follows:

From this analysis it is not possible to classify members on 
the basis of qualifications, but a fair idea of the nature of their 


employment may be obtained. It is to be observed that 20 per 


cent of the members are in the service of the Government, 
either national or local; 15 per cent are employed on railways 
18 per cent are engaged in manufacturing or contracting opera 
tions; 20 per cent are consulting engineers; 5 per cent consist 
cf architects, professors, etc.; and 21 per cent are unclassified. 
It is in the nature of the civil engineer’s occupation to have 
frequent changes of residence and of employment, and the list 
only holds good for the particular time at which it was made. 

Assuming that engineers in public and railway service, and 
those engaged in manufacturing, etc., are salaried employees, 
this general class will be in the majority, the exact proportion 
being impossible of determination. It is also a safe assumption 
that, for associate members and juniors, and civil engineers 
who are not members in any grade of the Society, the propor- 
tion of salaried engineers throughout the country is much 
greater than in the grade of member. It is, therefore, a reason- 
able inference for the profession at large that at least tnree- 
quarters of those who have employment are engaged for sala- 
ries, and that less than one-fourth of them depend on fees for 
their income. 

No attempt is made to classify this list with respect to rank 
or income. Neither the title of the engineer, nor the class of 
employment, indicates the importance of his work. A chief 
engineer in the railway service may be in charge of 10,000 
miles or of 100 miles of line, and in some instances may be 
vested with executive and administrative power, while in other 
cases he simply works under instructions. Outside of the 


Government service, there is no common understanding of the 
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duties, responsibilities and remuneration attached to any given 
title for an engineer. All these appear to be fixed by the em- 
ployers and to be dependent on their personal appreciation of 
the man and his work. With the natural desire of employers 
to get as much as they can, and give in return as little as they 
must, there is a well-grounded belief that the average pay of 
the engineer is less than it should be for the services rendered 
by him. Under these conditions, engineers are reticent as to 
their salaries and fees, and, for the purpose of studying their 
relation to the profession, there is no way of ascertaining what 
these amount to. It is an unfortunate condition that the rank 
and value of positions held by engineers are not more definitely 
taker as an indication that the engineer’s 
determined.

unprofessional for an engineer to be a capitalist, and, when he

takes his proper place as promoter and organizer and shares 
in the profits of engineering enterprise, he will no longer be 
taunted with the saying, that “an engineer is only good to 
spend other people’s money.” It is by acquiring individual 
strength that the engineer can give strength to the profession. 

It is well known that engineers of admitted proficiency often 
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have to work under the direction of men who are unfitted by 
education and experience to direct engineering work. This is 
because the engineer is a workman, while the other party be- 
longs to the class of “managers.” ‘The engineer has not reached 
his proper rank until he can hold the position of manager, as 
well as that of a designer and supervisor of work. This is no 
plea for titles, since no title is more honorable than that of 
engineer, but it is a plain statement of present conditions. A 
better position will be secured whenever the engineer makes it 
his business to study men as well as materials, and to use men 
as he does machinery. The advancement must be individual, 
by fitting one’s self for managing duties, assuming those duties, 
and “making good” in their performance. 

The same conditions and circumstances which tend to limit 
the advancement of the engineer as an individual have the 
tendency of limiting the profession as a whole. Segregation 
and isolation stand in the way of combination for mutual and 
joint interest. While trades unions, as they are commonly 
understood to exist, are not to be desired in the profession, the 
engineering societies offer the best means of united effort for 
its advancement. 

The American Society of Civil Engineers is the representative 
National Society. Its reason for existence is defined in its 
constitution, and. to quote exactly, its objects are “the advance- 
ment of engineering knowledge and practice and the mainte- 
nance of a high professional standard among its members.” 
How these objects may be attained should be the subject of 
anxious care by all members. The profession may fairly be 
judged by the character of its National Society, and member 
ship will be an honor, and a certificate of qualifications, in pro- 
portion to the reputation of the Society. The local societies are 
not rivals of the National Society; there is need for each, and 
they have a common purpose which should guide them in 
harmonious co-operation for the good of the profession. 

There is nothing except sentiment to forbid an unworthy or 
incompetent man to call himself a civil or consulting engineer, 
and to impose himself as such on clients who require the ser- 
vices of engineers but are not competent to select them. A 
strict regard for professional and personal qualifications 
keep such men out of this Society, and, as time goes on and 


will 


the Society grows in appreciation, these same clients will learn 
that its certificate of membership guarantees to them the qualifi 
cations they wish to secure. 

Owing to the incoherence of the profession, it has no estab- 
lished code of ethics, and the influence of the Society should be 
exerted in this direction. The necessity of a code is not so 
apparent among civil engineers as elsewhere, for the reason 
that it is in the nature of the profession to abhor all that tends 
to fraud or quackery. Still, a code must exist, even if it is an 
unwritten one, and the diversity of professional employment is 
such that nice questions may arise between engineers, or be- 
tween them and their employers or clients, which may lead 
them into error. The Society is perhaps not in a position to 
formulate and recommend such a code, and yet it can do much 

establish the right relations between its members. It can, 
through the influence of its members, exercise a wise restraint 
on unprofessional tactics. Members acting in their individual 
capacity may create a sentiment in the profession and among 
employers for equitable remuneration of the engineer’s services 
[ngineers in administrative positions may stand for fair salaries 
and professional consideration for those in subordinate posi 
tions. Consulting engineers may educate their clients to a rea- 
sonable knowledge of the value of advice, and, by their conduct, 
may exhibit the distinction between such as are entitled to be 
termed consulting engineers and those who assume the title 
without the knowledge and experience to qualify them for it. 
One of the weak spots in the profession is the lack of a standard 
of capacity. It should be the case that an engineer’s rating of 
competency is established by the opinions of his fellow engi- 
neers, whose duty it is to recognize his merits and class him 
accordingly. For this reason, engineers should seek to enlarge 
their acquaintance in the profession, and should desire the 
honor and responsibility of membership in the Society. 
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TESTS OF STREET FLUSHERS 


New York Street Cleaning Department Testing Street Cleaning 
Machinery—To Let Contract for Cleaning— Data Con- 
cerning Flushing—Method of Operation 


New York City is entering on an era of street cleaning 
which promises to set an example for other municipalities in 
the country, both large and small. For eight or ten years the 
officials of the Street Cleaning Department have been desirous 
of securing authority to let out contracts for cleaning the 
thoroughfares—Commissioners Woodbury, Craven, Bensel and 
Crowell having made efforts during their regimes—but it was 
not until Commissioner William H. Edwards assumed office 
that the matter began to assume tangible shape. 

At its last session the Legislature passed an enabling act and 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of the city recently 
authorized an appropriation of $100,000 to begin operations. 
There is a question, however, whether this amount is available 
for such contracts and the matter has been referred to the 
Corporation Counsel for an opinion. 

In the meantime, however, Commissioner Edwards and his 
assistants are collecting data with a view to letting contracts 
for machine cleaning; these data relating chiefly to the approxi- 
mate cost of the work and the efficiency of various machines 
lo this end they will be kept busy night and day from now on 
into the fall testing machines and appliances of all kinds which 
may aid in the work. These tests will be continued until such 
time as the Commissioner feels that he has obtained sufficient 
actual cost data and other information which may assist him 
in acting intelligently and judiciously on any proposals which 
may be submitted by companies or contractors for cleaning the 
streets for a specified period. 

It is the expectation of Commissioner Edwards that by fall 
there will be fifty or more machines of various kinds in opera- 
the three boroughs—-Manhattan, the Bronx and Brooklyn 

-which come under his supervision, arrangements toward that 
end being well under way. This will constitute the most ex- 
tensive investigation of street cleaning methods yet undertaken 
by any city, it is believed, considering the amount of apparatus 
to be employed, the improved systems to be used, and the area 
to be covered, and may lead to a revolution in sanitary condi- 
tions in the crowded East Side and other tenement districts.

as well as the crowded section known as “Little Italy,” in 
Harlem; while other thoroughfares to be cleaned bi-weekly are 
shown in red, and still others, which experience has shown will 
not require so much attention and will be cleaned about once a 
week, are shown in yellow. The schedule, as at present ar- 
ranged, calls for the flushing of the entire city south of 155th 
street, one, two or three times per week, as laid out. 

Flushing of the streets at night will in no manner interfere 
with or obviate the work of the “White-wings”’ and sweeping 
forces during the day, but will be supplemental thereto. Here- 
tofore practically all flushing has been done with hose, for 
while flushing machines have been tried, the work along this line 
has never been done on an extensive scale. With the main 
thoroughfares, and others which have heretofore accumulated 
a great amount of debris, flushed and cleaned well during the 
night, it is expected that the work of the day force will be 
lightened and it will be much easier too for them to keep their 
respective beats in better condition than at present. 

During the past fortnight the Department has been: experi- 
menting with two Connelly automatic street flushing machines 
which were sent on for that purpose from Cleveland, Ohio, by 
the D. Connelly Boiler Company, and are in charge of Barron & 
Cole, who have the exclusive Eastern The tests so 
far have shown that they clean equally well asphalt, wood and 
stone pavement, although being operated by inexperienced

Their operation has been under the direct supervision 
of A. F. Gunther, District Superintendent, but both Commis- 
sioner Edwards and Deputy Commissioner Hogan have per- 
sonally watched their work, even though most of it has been 
done after 10 o'clock at night when traffic was at its lowest 
point.

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and when loaded with 350 gallons of water weigh about 8,000 
pounds. They discharge nearly 300 gallons of this, the remain- 
ing 50 gallons being under too low pressure for effective work. 
In the tests it was assumed that 300 gallons were discharged 
from each load. Each machine requires only one man to 
operate. 

The water is forced out through elongated nozzle openings 
with such force as to carry all dirt into the gutters. Men with 
brooms then sweep it along to the catch basins or gather it in 
piles for carting away. Ordinarily, when working in pairs, one 
of the wagons traverses the center of the street forcing the 
waste to the side, where it is caught by the second machine and 
thrown into the gutter. 











MACHINES AT WORK 


PAIR OF FLUSHING 


At present the two machines have hand levers to regulate the 
flow of water, one being located on either side of the tank and 
just to the rear of the driver. It has been suggested by Mr 
Gunther that this be altered so that the driver can regulate these 
by foot, as on the sprinkling carts now used, as much water 1s 
now wasted when the cart is turned around, the driver’s hands 
being engaged in handling the horses. By removing his foot 
from the proposed lever the valve would be closed, thus saving 
the water for use where The foot brakes with 
which the wagons are now equipped could be dispensed with, as 
there is little likelihood of the team running away and _ the 
grades here are not such as to require them. 

It requires about four minutes on an average to fill the tank 
and about the same time is required for discharging. Six 
fillings per hour is given as an average, but better than this can 
be accomplished with favorable conditions, as was done on West

Broadway, a 60-foot street. 
thoroughfare the average pressure was 37.5 pounds, and it ran 
as high as 40 pounds between 1 and 2 a. m., when practically no 
water was being consumed, except at the hydrants. 

Most of the experiments conducted up to the present time 
have been under the most unfavorable conditions, and it will 
probably require a week or two more before a fair average can 
be drawn. For instance, in the table given herewith it will be 
seen that the first test was made on July 6, in the day time, and 
the Fourth of July celebration on the day previous had con- 
tributed much debris which had to be cleaned. On July 8 tests 
were made on the lower West Side, also during daylight; while 
on July 9 the machines worked five hours at night, during which 
better records were made, as shown in the table. 

On Monday night, July 12, the machines gave the East Side 
a thorough cleaning, taking in Stanton street from the Bowery 
to Tompkins street and Chrystie and Forsythe streets from the 
Bowery to Houston street. Tuesday night the two machines 
worked eight hours and cleaned 8,000 lineal feet of 30-foot 
street, using 12,600 gallons of water. This was on East Houston 
street from the Bowery to the East river, Orchard street from 
Houston to Delancey street, and Allen street from Houston to 
Broome street. 

It will be observed by those familiar with the city that the 
Department has conducted these tests on streets where the 
cleaning is unusually difficult, and this should be considered in 
connection with the figures given. West Broadway is one of 
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the heaviest traveled streets in the metropolis and the flushers 
were put at work there before it had been swept or cleaned in 
any way. On the other streets also the material handled was 
very great. Conditions on Stanton street were perhaps the most 
unfavorable. There, as on most of the East Side streets and 
some in other sections, the pavement was covered with filth, 
which was heavy, gummy and sticky. Yet it was possible to 
cover 375 lineal feet of this 25-foot thoroughfare with one fill- 
ing and the work was considered well done. 

Quite an interesting manoeuvre was made with the machines 
while operating along Ninth avenue under the elevated struc- 
tures. The rough Belgian block there had become well clogged 
with dirt, which required cleaning, but on account of the close 
quarters it would have been difficult to get the machines at play 
except that it was possible to turn the right-hand nozzle around, 
sending both streams in the same direction. 

In asking for bids for machine cleaning, which the Depart- 
ment hopes to be able to do after obtaining all possible data, 
the contractors will be required to include the cost of the water 
which they may use, and which the Water Department will sell 
at the rate of $133.33 per million gallons. It is therefore to 
the interest of the contractor to use a machine which is econom- 
ical of water. 





POINTS IN MECHANICAL FILTRATION 


THe New York State Department of Health gave, in a re- 
cent issue of its bulletin, some valuable pointers in connection 
with the mechanical filtration of water. This spring a number 
of mechanical filter plants in the State were inspected by mem- 
bers of the Department’s laboratory staff, and their analyses 
of the effluents illustrated and demonstrated several of the con- 
ditions necessary for effective filtration. Among these is the 
providing of means for a proper period of coagulation and 
sedimentation before applying the raw water to the filters. At 
Rensselaer, for example, the recent addition of coagulation 
basins giving a period of 12 hours for the action of the coagu- 
lant has produced a decided improvement in the quality of the 
effluents from the filters. 

Another important feature is that the water should be suffi- 
ciently alkaline to be able to completely decompose the amount 
of coagulant which it is necessary to add to the water in order 
that the filters may remove the bacteria and incidentally the 
turbidity. The latest examination of the effluent from the 
Owego filters showed it to contain undecomposed coagulant. 
[he presence of this can be prevented by adding alkalinity to 
the raw water in the form of soda carbonate or similar alkaline 
salt. This should be done at such times as the water does not 
contain sufficient lime or magnesia carbonate, which is usually 
when the stream is in flood. 





A COUNTY CENTRAL LIGHTING STATION 


By vote of the stockholders of the several electric lighting 
companies doing business in Media, Clifton Heights, Morton and 
Lansdowne, these several companies have merged into one. 
known as the Delaware County Electric Company, which will 
furnish current for practically all the lighting in Delaware 
County, Pennsylvania. The plan is to erect one large central 
plant for generating current and to combine under one manage- 
ment all the operations and maintenance throughout the county. 
Large central stations offer opportunities for greater economy 
than is possible in small ones, and where a number of small 
communities are located within a short distance of each other 
it seems probable that such combination as that effected in 
Delaware County would be to the benefit of the stockholders, a 
part of which benefit would probably be passed on to the con- 
sumer. While such combinations are more likely to be made in 
the case of private companies than of municipal plants, illustra- 
tions are not wanting of two or more communities being served 
from a single municipal plant, as in the case of South Nor- 
walk, Conn. 
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CANDLE POWER OF STREET LAMPS 

QuITE an extensive investigation of the candle-power of sev- 
eral styles of street lamps was conducted in Boston recently, 
portable photometers being used to obtain the actual results on 
the streets themselves. Heretofore a large part of the street 
lighting has been done with direct-current enclosed-are lamps, 
6.6 amperes and 509 watts each. In the early part of this year 

number of magnetite-arc lamps and flaming-are lamps, oper- 
ated with the same number of amperes and watts, were located 
yn certain streets in the city. .\ number of Graetzin inverted 
double-mantle gas lamps were also tested by actual service. In 
measuring the light from the electric lamps care was taken that 
the photometer should }e so located as to avoid the shadows

Four of the old enclosed-arc lamps gave 260, 419, 601 and 712 
cp, respectively, the average being 495 cp. A test made with 
the arc on the side of the carbons furthest from the photometer 
gave 200 cp; another with the arc nearest the photometer gave 
S80 cp, and a third with the arc midway between these positions 
gave 371 cp, all these tests being made on the same lamp and 
their average being 484 cp. These tests indicate one important 
reason for the variation in the four tests referred to. 

Tests of the flaming-arc lamps, of which there were three, 
gave an average of 2515 cp for one series, and 2966 cp for a 
second taken several days later. 

Tests of ten magnetite-arc lamps showed a variation in candle 
power from 906 to 1400, the average being I150 cp. 


Eight Graetzin gas lamps gave candle-powers varying from 


88.8 to 142.6, with an average of 112.2. These received gas at the

Dear Str:—Your correspondent, “D,” in your issue of July 7, 
is right in regard to Portland; the proposed commission gov- 
ernment was voted down in the recent election. The informa- 
tion at first received was incorrect, and the statement in my 
article of June 23 was therefore in error. 

The statement that “in Galveston a strong Civic Club backs 
for re-election the Commissioners who have given satisfac- 
tion” is, however, correct. Nothing was said as to whether 
the club is always successful in electing every Commissioner it 
recommends. The point was the existence of a vigorous body 
of public-spirited citizens who, regardless of party, support 
those Commissioners who have given satisfaction in the munic- 
ipal government. As a matter of fact, the Galveston Commis- 
sioners have been the same (with the exception of the first 
Mayor-Commissioner, who died) from 1901 to 1909; and I am 
informed that the recent election resulted in selecting three out 
of the five Commissioners recommended by: the city club. 

It is not so important that one prove a case for or against 
commission government as it is to set forth all the facts ob- 
tainable and thus enable each person to judge for himself as 
to the efficiency of this method of government. Anyone who 
has actually visited the principal cities which are trying the 
new plan must be impressed both by the improved conditions 
evident in the council chamber and the city departments and 
by the almost unanimous verdict of business men and citizens 
in its favor. It should, however, be the aim of every student 
of municipal government, even though favorably impressed, to 
keep an open mind, ready for further light on the subject, for 
additional data, or weak spots; just as the former opponent 
of the commission plan should strive to credit the new system 
with what good results it brings. Any method of city govern- 
ment which promises to really improve our present municipal 
administration should be welcomed, carefully inspected and its 
good points noted. It is doubtful whether commission govern- 
ment has been in operation long enough to enable anyone to 
pronounce a final judgment as to its success; but it should be 
tried fully.

ROADS AND PAVEMENTS 


Increased Authority for Road Patrolmen 

Albany, N. Y.—It is likely that the authority of road 
patrolmen will be increased. They are required to keep up 
the roads and to report violations of the highway law, but 
they are without police jurisdiction, and it has been sug- 
gested that they be vested with authority as Deputy Sher- 
iffs. They would then have power not only to see that 
violators of the highway law are apprehended, but also be 
in a position to enforce the automobile speed law on State 
roads, and, further, to see that wide wagon tires are substi- 
tuted for the narrow ones where required. 


Good Roads Commission for Georgia 
\tlanta, Ga—The good roads movement which has filled 

Southern roads with scout automobiles was introduced in 
the Georgia Legislature last week in a bill to create a new 
commission to be known as the State Road Commission. 
Heretofore the roads have been controlled by the counties. 
Phe expenses of the new board, including a $3,000 salary 
for the Commissioner, are to be paid out of a tax on auto- 
mobiles. All engineers in the pay of the State are to be 
subject to call for service by the Road Commissioner. 

No Money in Fund; No Street Paving

Brick Replaces Macadam on County Roads 

Pittsburg, Pa—No more macadam roads will be con- 
structed in Allegheny County by the present County Com- 
missioners, and it is the belief of county officials that 
fyture Commissioners will agree with the present Board 
that the day of the macadam road has passed. The Com- 
missioners are satisfied that brick roads will be the country 
thoroughfares of the future. This decision was reached by 
the Commissioners and County Comptroller R. J. Cunning- 
ham during their visit to Cleveland and Chicago last week. 
So well pleased were they with the data secured on brick 
roads that they will advocate not only building all new 
roads with brick, but, as the present macadam roads wear 
away, placing new surfaces of brick. There are at present 
300 miles of macadam road in Allegheny County. The pur- 
pose is to gradually resurface this with brick, leaving the 
macadam as a base. While it is estimated that it will cost 
about 33 per cent more to construct a brick than a macadam 
road, the saving in maintenance will soon pay for the extra 
expense of construction. At present it costs $800 per mile 
per year to maintain macadam roads. Contractors offer to 
put down brick roads with a guarantee that they shall not 
cost a cent for maintenance in five years. 





Ocean Boulevard Backed by Officials and Capitalists 

Sea Girt, N. J.—Enthusiastically endorsing the 
Boulevard project, and declaring that they would do every- 
thing in their power to further the plan, about 75 leading 
officials of the shore counties, summer residents interested 
in the project, State officials and others gathered recently 
as the guests of Governor Fort. Every phase of the ques- 
tion was talked over, and determined efforts will be made 
to complete the road in the next year. The entire State 
Road Commission, consisting of Governor Fort, State 
Road Commissioner Frederick Gilkyson, President of the 
Senate Joseph S. Frelinghuysen and Speaker of the House 
John D,. Prince were present; also five members of the 
Boards of Freeholders from each of the four shore coun- 
ties, Monmouth, Ocean, Atlantic and Cape May, and Sena- 
tors Brown, of Monmouth; Wilson, of Atlantic; Hand, of 
Cape May; Assemblyman Crosby; Dr. Aaron E. Ballard, 
the veteran president of the Ocean Grove Camp Meeting 
Association; Thomas F. Somers, of Bradley Beach; Samuel 
Heilner, of Spring Lake; Mayor Appleby, of Asbury Park; 
Mayor McFadden, of Long Branch; State Road Engineer 
Meeker and others. State Road Engineer Robert E. Meeker 
outlined the course of the proposed boulevard, describing 
where new bridges would have to be built, and said that 
from Bay Head down there had been proposed three differ- 
ent ways of carrying the road. One was to cross Barnegat 
Bay on the bridge now built at Mantoloking and_ build 
seven miles of road from there to Toms River. This would 
be the most economical way. Another project was to con- 
tinue down the bay to a point opposite Island Heights and 
bridge there at a cost of $85,000, and the third was to bridge 
the bay at a point even farther south at greater cost. All 
bridges would lead eventually to a road already built 
through the lower end of Ocean County. The course 
would then continue through Ocean and Atlantic counties, 
over a bridge from Somer’s to Beasley’s Point and then 
down the shore to Cape May. It would be necessary to 
build but 27 miles of new road, besides the short approaches 
to the bridges to complete the read.

Sewage Germs Absent This Summer 
Johnstown, Pa.—Citizens need feel no hesitancy in drink- 
ing the water from the city mains these days. No typhoid 
germs lurk therein and good health will wait upon thirst, 
says the report of the State Chemist with regard to samples 
recently sent to him for analysis. The samples were from 
the Laurel Run, St. Clair, Dalton Run and Millcreek reser- 


voirs, all of which are reported free from bacillus coll, 
which was present to a large extent jast summer. The 
figures follow:

Sanitary Inspector E. T. Edwards has been quite active 
since the advent of warm weather in watching the water 
supply, not only that from the reservoirs, but from springs 
and wells used by the public. The result of analysis has 
been satisfactory in each instance. One of the samples re- 
cently sent to the State Chemist was from Luna Park, 
which was found to be very good. Other samples recently 
secured, but from which the Chemist’s report has not yet 
been received, were from the Hinckston Run dam and from 
the reservoirs at Scalp Level and Conemaugh. The Cone- 
maugh reservoir was credited with being the source of the 
typhoid fever epidemic last year, but it is believed to be in 
excellent condition this summer. These analyses will be 
repeated at frequent intervals and the public safeguarded 
in every possible way. 
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Dangerous Pollution of the Delaware Told 


Trenton, N. J.—That the water of the Delaware River 
used for drinking purposes by the city of Trenton is polluted 
to a dangerous extent was the testimony given before Vice- 
Chancellor Walker by Arthur G. Fowler, Assistant to the 
Chief of the Division of Sewerage and Water Supply of the 
State Board of Health. Mr. Fowler was called as a witness 
for the State in the proceedings instituted by the Attorney- 
General to prevent the city of Phillipsburg from further pol- 
luting the river. Mr. Fowler said he had made analyses of 
about fifty samples of water taken from the intake of the 
Trenton supply, from the pumping station, the reservoir 
and the State House. Two analyses were made of each 
sample, and in all but three instances the presence of colon 
bacilli was discovered. Even in these three cases one of 
each of the two samples showed the bacilli. Mr. Fowler 
also testified that at Phillipsburg colon bacilli were found in 
one one-thousandths of a cubic centimeter, which is the ap- 
proximate equivalent of a teaspoonful. There were about 
75,000 bacilli to the cubic centimeter. He said that more 
than one and a half tons of solid matter is deposited from 
the Phillipsburg sewerage system every twenty-four hours. 
The presence of colon bacilli does not of itself necessarily 
indicate the presence of the typhoid germ, but when found 
in certain quantities in water it indicates the probability that 
the typhoid germ is present. Mr. Fowler’s testimony 
throughout was a severe criticism of the quality of the water 
furnished to the inhabitants of Trenton. Even in the reser- 
voir, colon bacilli were found in analyses of one-tenth of a 
centimeter of water, or about two drops. 


Sources of Ice Supply Examined 

Holyoke, Mass.—At the request of the Holyoke Board of 
Health, the State Board of Health has examined and re- 
ported on the sanitary condition of the various sources 
from which Holyoke gets its supplies of ice. It is stated 
that ice from some of the ponds is of good quality, while 
some, on account of sewage pollution, is utterly unfit for 
domestic use. 

Queens Sewer Department Under Probe 

Long Island City, N. Y.—Justice Kelly of the Supreme 
Court has signed an order directing Borough President 
Lawrence M. Gresser of Queens to permit two experts em- 
ployed by taxpayers to make whatever examination of the 
records they may see fit. President Gresser had denied the 
application of the Corona Citizens’ Association to look 
into the records of the Sewer Department on the ground 
that the office was too busy with the experts of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research and with routine business to have 
experts there, although he was willing that taxpayers should 
come in. 

Filtration Kills Typhoid in Quaker City 

Philadelphia, Pa.—The efficiency of the filtration system 
in reducing typhoid fever is shown by a report from the 
Water Bureau, giving some statistics for the years since 
the system was put in operation. To bring the compara- 
tive statement up to date, the periods of the first six months 
for each of the years from 1906 to 1909, inclusive, are given. 
For each 100,000 population the ratio of cases and deaths 
for the first six months of each year is as follows: 1906, 
446.6 cases, 45.7 deaths; 1907, 334.7 cases, 44.7 deaths; 1908, 
145.3 cases, 23.1 deaths; 1909, 93.8 cases and 13.2 deaths. 

Providence Studies Mosquito Districts 

Providence, R. J].—Superintendent of Health Chapin is 
hearing from the request sent out recently, in which he 
asked the public to cooperate with the Health Department 
in the effort to make a comprehensive study of the house fly 
and the mosquito with the purpose in view of adopting 
some means of extermination of those pests. Dr. Chapin 
asked for prompt information of the presence of mosquitoes 
in any numbers in any district of the city. From the Man- 
ton and Red Bridge sections he has received responses, the 
responses being accompanied by bottles containing numer- 
ous samples of the mosquito caught in the respective locali- 
ties. While the swampy spots in the Red Bridge district 
can be abolished by filling in, it will be much harder work 
to bring about different conditions on the Manton Pond 
shore, which cannot be altered except at considerable cost. 
The fish in a natural pond eat the young mosquitoes.

Water Shortage in Camden Suburbs 


Camden, N. J—At Merchantville, Westmount, Audubon 
and Collingswood the cry goes forth from the residents for 
water. lor some time a water famine has existed, but of 
late the situation has become alarming. Town meetings 
were held at Westmont and Collingswood, and citizens de- 
clared that from a sanitary point the State Board of Health 
should be appealed to. These boroughs are supplied with 
water by a private corporation at Merchantville. The 
plant is being enlarged and the failure of the arrival of ma- 
terial has interfered with the progress of the work. Cam- 
den was appealed to and is supplying thousands of gallons 
daily, but this is inadequate for present demands. Collings 
wood residents are of the opinion that a supply for the 
borough can be secured from artesian wells, the same as 
Camden. The borough has just renewed a contract with 
the company supplying it with water for five years more, 
and declare this contract has been broken 
recently by the company by its failure to supply a proper 
pressure. Westmont residents have had to carry water from

Filtration Costs Will Be Reduced 


Cincinnati, O.—Remarkable as was the reduction of the 
cost of supplying Cincinnati with filtered water during 1908, 
as compared with the cost of supplying water during previ- 
ous years, a greater reduction is already evidenced for this 
year. In a report to the Public Service on the 
operation of the filtration plant Superintendent Ellms 
that the cost per million gallons of 
filtering and delivering into the mains the water during 
the first six months of this year was $4.62, as against an 
average cost of $4.88 during 1908.

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Tests of Water Supply at Hydrants 

Utica, N. Y.—The Consolidated Water Company is en- 
gaged in making a series of tests of the water supply at 
hydrants in different parts of the city. The tests are made 
without hose with a view to determining just what volume 
of water each hydrant will supply. At one hydrant on 
Whitesboro street, near Washington street, which is con- 
nected with a 10-inch main, the discharge, it is said, was 
approximately sufficient to supply all of the fire engines 
in the city at the same time. There are three openings in 
this hydrant, a 4%-inch and 2!4-inch. The former 
stream shot across the street with great force and flooded 
a cellar on the opposite side. There were five other nearby 
hydrants with two 44-inch and seven 2%-inch outlets in 
operation at the same time. The test was eminently satis- 
factory. In close proximity to the Utica ree Academy 
building six hydrants were opened, which, it is said, gave 
enough water to supply Io fire engines at the same time, 
which is four more than there are in Utica.

Light Company Must Show Books to City 

New York, N. Y.—The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has reversed the lower court and granted the appeal 
of the City of New York, Borough of Manhattan and the 
Bronx for an order to inspect the books and papers of the 
New York Edison Company and the United Electric Light 
and Power Company to ascertain the cost of electricity for 
lighting purposes and the price charged against the city in 
1908. The electric light companies declared that they were 
furnishing light upon a contract and at a reasonable rate, 
but the city authorities denied it and movec to find out 
what the cost was. Justice McLaughlin, writing the de- 
cision, says that if it turns out on the trial that the electric 
light companies never had a contract the plaintiff therefore 
can recover only the reasonable and fair market value of 
the electricity furnished, and the city cannot prepare its 
case for trial unless it can ascertain what it cost the plaintiff 
to manufacture and deliver. 
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Reduction in Charges for Municipal Lighting 

Brookline, Mass.—A substantial cut in the price of elec- 
tricity has been announced to the Brookline Selectmen in 
a letter from the Boston Consolidated Gas Company. The 
cut is in accordance with an agreement made between the 
company and the committee appointed in 1907 to consider 
the need of a municipal lighting plant. An additional cut 
is promised in July of next year. Under the new terms 
the maximum rate is from 16 to 14 cents per kilowatt hour. 
The contract rate is from 18, 8 and 5 cents per kilowatt 
hour to 16, 7 1-2 and § cents per kilowatt hour, under the 
rule of primary, secondary and tertiary charges. The cost 
per year for street arc lamps is to be $110 each, as against 
the old cost of $124.10. However, the communication states 
that the rate for are lights is made only under considera 
tion of a five-year contract. The town has 261 arc lights, 
of which seventeen are in parks. Little use is made of in 
candescent street lights; instead, the town has 918 Welsbach 
lights. of which 781 are gas and 137 naphtha lights. It is 
thought, however, that the new rate for electricity will offer 
such inducements that the gas lamps may be superseded by 
incandescents.

Retrenchment to Avoid Jail Sentence 


Charleston, W. Va.—In an effort to cut expenses so as to 
meet the receipts and prevent a deficit in the city treasury, 
for which the members would be civilly and criminally 
liable under the State law, the Charleston Board of Affairs 
on July 14 issued an order, effective the next day, ordering 
all street lights cut off, leaving the city in total darkness. 
The police force will be reduced to eight street men, four 
during the day and four at night. The Street and Fire De- 
partment forces will be greatly reduced, and the Health 
Department cut off entirely. The Board claims that with- 
out such action a deficit would be created of about $70,000, 
in which case the members would face a jail sentence. 


Bar Harbor Bars Autos—Southwest Favors Them 

Bar Harbor, Me.—There were 542 persons at the special 
town meeting, July 15, who favored adopting the Legis- 
lative enabling act which bars automobiles entirely from the 
roads of the island, while only 27 voted against it. The 
fight has extended over half a dozen years, and a test case is 
pending before the full bench of the Law Court. 

Southwest Harbor July 16 voted not to accept the act, 
the vote being t10 to 80, while the town of Eden voted to 
accept the act and exclude the machines. As it is necessary 
for Southwest Harbor people to pass through a part of 
Eden to reach the only bridge connecting that town with 
the mainland, the automobile owners of Southwest Harbor 
assert that they will at once force a test of the law. 


Dodge Taxes but Want Protection 

Battle Creek, Mich.—Property owners living outside the 
corporate limits and not paying any money toward the 
support of the municipal government will no longer be 
free to call out the Fire Department and expect imme- 
diate service just as though they lived in the city. That 
is the discovery that has been made by a number of the 
companies whose plants were located just outside the city 
limits, in order to escape paying city taxes. An attempt on 
the part of one of the concerns to have Mayor Bailey give 
Chief Weeks a carte blanc order, permitting him to re- 
spond to any and all calls from its factory, failed. Battle 
Creek would be financially liable to taxpayers should a 
fire break out and spread while a part of the department 
was out of the city responding to such a call. Mayor 
Bailey takes the stand that the property owners should 


be considered first and after them the out-of-town con- 
cerns, in case of emergency. 
Control of Institutions Transferred to Mayor 
Columbus, O.—Secretary H. H. Shirer, of the State 


Board of Charities, has called attention to the provision 
of the new Paine law that gives control, after August I, 
of all workhouses, houses of refuge, city infirmaries and 
children’s homes to the Director of Safety instead of to 
the Board of Service, as now. That will mean that the 
Mayor, through his Director of Safety, will have complete 
control of these institutions. Already there is planned a 
fight against this in the Legislature next winter. 


Increase for Fort Worth Street Workers 

Fort Worth, Tex.—The City Commissioners, by a unani- 
mous vote, increased the pay of the street workers from 
$1.50 and $1.75 to $2 per day, over one hundred being af- 
fected. Mayor Davis said he believes in paying a man 
what he is worth and that it is worth $2 a day to work out 
in the hot sun digging ditches and shoveling rock. While 
the city should not drift into a policy of extravagance and 
should see to it that the pay rolls are not padded with 
idlers, the laborers who work and who give value in re- 
turn, the Mayor says, should be accordingly paid. 


No Police Commission for Waterville, Me.

Late Flushing Hour to Secure Full Pressure 

auburn, N. Y.—The Water Commission has received a 
report from Superintendent Ackerman stating that, as 
usual during the dry months, extra work is being put on 
the pumps in keeping the city pressure up to the stand- 
ard on account of the large amount of water used for 
sprinkling lawns and flushing the streets. It was sug- 
gested by Mr. Ackerman that the flushing gang be in- 
structed not to begin work until 10 o’clock, because at 
this time most of the citizens would have their lawns 
sprinkled and it would give the flushing gang the full 
benefit of the pressure. He was instructed to consult with 
the Street Superintendent on this subject and also in case 
of fire the flushing gang to be instructed to cease work 
until the fire was extinguished. 

Street Sweeping at Night 

Augusta, Ga.—Councilman Stafford brought up the mat- 
ter of street sweeping at night and asked that the sweeping 
be done after midnight. This brought about considerable 
discussion. Superintendent H. L. Beaver said no matter 
what time he swept the streets there would be kicks made 
about the time. He said, however, that while he was be- 
ginning the work at 9 o’clock now he would for the next 
two months, or during the warm weather, begin at I0 
o’clock or later. 

New Garbage Wagons and, Perhaps, Crematory 

Aurora, Ill—The loud smelling garbage wagon is soon 
to leave Aurora. In its stead will come a hermetically 
sealed, water-tight van, which will not permit any odor 
to get away. And more, the wagon will be seldom seen in 
a parade of Aurora’s streets. It will be through with its 
tours at 10 o’clock in the morning and will have been sent 
to the barn for a scrub. Alderman Truemper, chairman of 
the Board of Health, suggested the innovation to the Coun- 
cil in a resolution seeking authority to advertise for bid- 
ders on the garbage contract for 1909-1910, August I to 
August I, and the Aldermen adopted his plan. Alderman 
Truemper has not ceased in his efforts to make Aurora 
a more healthful place to live. He is continuing an agi 
tation for a garbage crematory which he began last year 
and expects to realize his project by next year. 

New Garbage Dump for New Orleans 

New Orleans, La.—Captain William J. Hardee, City En- 
gineer, has announced that the garbage dump that is to be 
used when the garbage stations have been erected on the 
river will be located in Agriculture street, between Abur- 
dance and Industry, in the swamp on the right of the North- 
eastern Railroad Company. He is of the belief that the 
city could dump on this site for the next fifteen years and 
not fill up the site. 

Civil Service for Street Work 

Oakland, Cal.—There is being worked out a plan by 
the City Council and Street Superintendent Howe by 
which the administration of the latter department is to 
be put upon the same footing as the Police and Fire 
Departments. It is planned to eliminate from the present 
system the practice of employing a large number of men 
indiscriminately each summer in cleaning the streets. The 
City Superintendent of Streets favors the employment of 
a stipulated number of men throughout the year to keep 
the streets and gutters clean and in good repair. A credit 
system is to be maintained upon the Civil Service rules, 
and infringement or delinquency on the part of the em- 
ployees is to be formally brought to the attention of the 
Board of Public Works and the offender will be given 
an opportunity to appear in his own defense. 

Board of Trade Secures Sprinklers 

Philadelphia, Pa——Through the efforts of the Kensington 
Board of Trade the streets of that section are now sprinkled 
five times daily, a municipal “water wagon” making the 
rounds every two hours. Until the present, residents ot 
Kensington, particularly the merchants, were annoyed by 
the clouds of dust arising from the unsprinkled streets. 
They voiced their complaint, but it had no effect. Then 
the Board of Trade took up the matter and shortly after- 
ward a sprinkler was sent to the section.

Railroad Declines to Sprinkle Streets 


Aurora, Ill.—All amendments that the different Council- 
men have suggested to the ordinance extending the fran- 
chise of the A., E. & C. twenty years have been acquiesced 
in by the traction company with the exception of the one 
demanding that the street car company sprinkle Aurora 
streets, Mayor Fauth told the Councilmen recently. The 
traction company is willing to sprinkle the streets, but it 
could not afford to pay the city any money for its franchise 
extension if it sprinkled. The sprinkling would cost the 
traction company $3,000 a year, officials of the street car 
company say. Amendments asked by the Councilmen which 
provide that cars shall be equipped with fenders, that the 
A., E. & C. pay the $3.500 expended by the city in former 
litigation with the company, that switches be run to fac- 
tories along the company’s right of way and that new ex- 
tensions be put in have all been agreed to by the traction 
company. The company has further agreed to drop the 
so-called “joker clause,” which Councilmen feared would 
give the A.. E. & C. perpetual control of the traction situ- 
ation in Aurora.

Girls Sell Tickets in McAdoo Subway 
New York, N. Y.—After failure to establish separate cars 
for women, the chivalry of William G. McAdoo, president 
of the Hudson and Manhattan Railroad system, which oper- 
ates tunnels to New Jersey, has come to the surface again. 
Fourteen girls are now occupying ticket booths in the 
tunnel stations, where they dispense smiles and tickets and 
change. This is the first time women have been employed 
as ticket sellers on a New York subway. 
Trolley Road -Right Subject to Public 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y.—In the recent improvement of the 
Poughkeepsie-Wappingers Falls highway, traversed by an 
electric railroad, the grade was changed, and it was nece3- 
sary for the trolley to make alterations in track. It put in 
a claim to the State for reimbursement. Attorney-General 
O’Malley says that it has no case. “The right of an elec- 
tric railroad in the use of a highway is subject to the 
right of the public to change and improve the grade of 
such highway,” says Mr. O’Malley. “No other decision 
could be possible.” 
Seize Trolley Car to Test Franchise 
Trenton, N. J—Mayor Walter Madden has revoked the 
license of car No. 5 of the New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
Traction Company, on the ground that in raising the fare 
between this city and Yardley from five to ten cents the 
company had violated the ordinance under which it was 
granted a franchise. Immediately after the revocation of 
the license, the car in question was constructively seized 
by the police. Former Mayor Frank S. Katzenbach, Jr., 
was prepared for the emergency, and he immediately ap- 
plied to Vice-Chancellor Walker for an injunction restrain- 
ing the city from interfering with the operation of the 
trolley cars. This was granted, and within a half hour the 
car was again on the road. The purpose of the proceed- 
ings, the details of which had been practically agreed upon 
in advance, is to test in the courts the validity of the 
franchise under which the company agreed to charge a 
minimum fare of five cents within a radius of five miles of 
this city. Yardley is in Pennsylvania, and the company 
claims that the franchise restriction as to fare is not 
enforceable there. Mr. Katzenbach, who represented the 
company and signed the ordinance while he was Mayor, 
has advised his clients that the ordinance cannot be en- 
forced.

New City Map to Show Altitudes 

Dayton, O.—City Engineer Fred J. Cellarius is preparing 
a new map of the city showing the exact altitude of all 
parts of the city, and when completed will be one of the 
most valuable maps ever presented. The lines will be so drawn 
over the regular city map as to show the exact elevation 
of any and all streets and places in the city, and for this 
reason will be of special benefit to the water works, the 
sewer and the health services of the city. 

Smoke Ordinance for Harrisburg 

Harrisburg, Pa.—Councils will be asked to pass a smoke 
abatement ordinance which was prepared by a committee 
of the Board of Trade, and will cover the smoke evil in this 
city. Chairman Walter L. Montgomery has copies of the 
ordinances covering this subject that are now in force in 
Pittsburg, Cleveland and a number of other cities, and the 
ordinance that it is hoped will solve the problem for Har- 
risburg will be modeled after these. 

Plan to Stop City Joy Riders Vetoed 

New York, N. Y.—“Joy rides” in automobiles owned by 
the city may still be had, as Acting Mayor McGowan has 
vetoed the ordinance passed by the Aldermen, as stated 
iast week, requiring conspicuous marking of all city autos. 
Mr. McGowan said that the ordinance was opposed by the 
Health and Police Departments on the ground that it would 
interfere seriously with their work. It was reintroduced 
promptly, with the Health and Police Departments ex- 
empt, by Alderman Brown, its author. 

Three-Story City Stable of Cement on Wharf 

Lynn, Mass.—The new city stable, if the Common Coun- 
cil concurs with the Board of Aldermen, wili stand just 
south of the present Board of Health stable on Gas Wharf 
road facing the harbor. The main building, which will be 
108x181 feet, will cover 19,860 square feet. On either side 
will be a 30-foot driveway and beyond them, two open 
sheds 30 feet deep and averaging 13 feet high. One will 
be 192 feet long and the other 224. Both can shelter at least 
100 wagons. Stable and sheds will be of reinforced con- 
crete construction. If piling be necessary to support so 
heavy a structure, the piles also will be of concrete. The 
ends of the building will be 108 feet wide for the two lower 
stories, while the upper floor will be 7o feet across. On 
either end will be six concrete pillars, between which will 
be curtain walls of concrete blocks. The lower floor will 
serve all the departments doing construction work of any 
sort, and will be subdivided later to accommodate them. 
The only excavation under the building will be two manure 
pits, one at each end. Access to the lower floor will be 
gained through double doors at either end and single 
doors on each side. The horses will be housed on the sec- 
ond floor in 150 stalls and four box stalls. Four runs, one 
in each corner, will lead from the driveways on the side 
to the second floor. The stalls will be 5 feet wide and 9 1-2 
feet long, separated by hard pine partitions and with slat- 
ted floors. The loft will serve as a hay and grain room 
and will be fitted with modern appliances for all overhead 
feeding. Across the road from the front entrance will be 
built a one-story 30x40 foot concrete blacksmith shop. The 
plan of the building shows that it is the intention of the 
city officials to merge the Highway, Sewer, Water and 
Health Departments, so far as the care of their equip- 
ment goes.

A Summary and Notes of Recent Decisions—Rulings 
of Interest to Municipalities 





Municipal and Corporate Functions—Negligence 
City of Winona vs. Botzet; Same vs. Nichols.—The city 
of Winona maintained a shrill, startling steam whistle on 
its water works building within 110 feet of its bridge across 
the Mississippi River, which was 4o feet in height at that 


point. This whistle was connected with its fire alarm sys- 
tem, so that it gave notice automatically by its blasts of 
fires and their location when an alarm was sent in. The 


city directed the engineer of its water works to blow this 
whistle daily by hand at 5 p. m. to give notice to union men 
and its employees of the end of their day’s work. There 
was substantial evidence that the blasts from this whistle 
had frightened horses traveling on the bridge for years 
before this accident. As Nichols was driving his horses 
over the bridge at a point about tro feet from the whistle 
at 5 p. m. the assistant engineer of the water works blew a 
blast of the whistle which frightened his caused 
them to run away, to throw him and a girl who was riding 
with him to the ground below, and to kill him and injure 
her. Held: (1) The whistle was not blown in the exercise 
of the city’s power to protect itself and its inhabitants 
against fires, but in the exercise of its power to maintain 
water works and to care for its own property. (2) There 
was substantial evidence that it failed to discharge its duty 
{ so use its property as to do no unnecessary damage to 
others, and its duty to use reasonable care to keep its 
bridge reasonably safe for travelers—United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, 169 I. R., 321.

Police Officer—Charges—Suspension of Pay 

Newberry vs. Smith.—Detroit City Charter authorizes a 
Police Commissioner for cause on public hearing and due 
notice to remove or suspend a police officer, or for a defi- 
nite time deprive him of pay, and requires the Commis- 
sioner to certify all pay rolls, ete. JLeld, that where a police 
officer was suspended and thereafter acquitted of the charge 
against him on trial by jury, whereupon the Commissioner 
restored him to office, but reduced him to the rank of pa- 
trolman for another offense, he was entitled to his salary 
during his suspension—Supreme Court of Michigan, 121 
N. W. R., 746. 

Council Meetings—Regularity 

Nelsen et al. vs. City of South Omaha et al—A meeting 
ofa City Council held on a day other than that fixed for its 
regular meetings, although no call for a special meeting has 
heen made, is a valid special meeting if all the members of 
the Council are present and consent to such meeting. When 
an ordinance of a city has been read at three meetings of 
the City Council held on three different days, and the sec- 
ond reading was by title only, and when all the members of 
the Council were present and voted for the second reading 
of the ordinance by its title only, such action is equivalent 
to a suspension of the rules and is a sufficient compliance 
with the statute requiring an ordinance to be read in full 
on three different days unless such reading is dispensed with 
two-thirds vote of all members of the Council. The 
action of a City Council in approving two or more sets of 
plans and specifications in one motion, while irregular, is 
not void.—Supreme Court of Nebraska, 122 N. W. R.. 453. 

Milk Regulation—Licenses 

State ex rel. Nowotny vs. City of Milwaukee et al.— 
Under Milwaukee City Charter, as amended, Laws of 1874, 
empowering the Common Council to regulate and restrain 
the sale of milk, to tax, license, regulate and restrain ven- 
dors of milk, and to fix and regulate the amount of license, 
ete., the Council had power to revoke milk licenses and to 
vest such power in the Health Commissioner, with the right 
to exercise the same summarily and even without notice.— 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin, t2t N. W. R., 658. 

Grade Separation—Definition of “Grade” 

City of Detroit vs. Snyder et al—The term “grade,” in 
the statute relating to grade separations, refers not only to 
those established by engineers and municipalities, but also 
to the grades of highways and streets as in common use.— 
Supreme Court of Michigan, 121 N. W. R., 258.

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Municipal Water Supply—Acquisition—Bonds 

Carlson vs. City of Helena.—The constitution, declaring 
that the Legislature may extend the limit on municipal 
indebtedness imposed by that section by authorizing sub- 
mission of the question to the taxpayers affected, when such 
increase is necessary to construct a sewerage system or to 
procure a water supply, leaves the determination of the 
necessity to extend the limit to the taxpayers to be affected 
thereby, and does not rest the determination with the 
Legislature and require a city to first obtaim a special act 
of the Legislature authorizing it to submit the question to 
the taxpayers. The Revised Codes, authorizing a munici- 
pality to become indebted for the construction of a water 
works, and for that purpose to incur an indebtedness in 
excess of the constitutional limitation, and providing that 
a franchise has been granted to, or a contract made 
with, any person, and such persen has established a water 
works desired by the municipality, it shall give notice to 
such person that it desires to purchase the water works and 
shall have the right to purchase the same, does not make it

mcumbent on a municipality, when it desires to procure a 
water supply and there has been established therein a water 
works under a franchise granted or contract made by the 
Inunicipality, to first acquire such water works. but the 
course pointed out is obligatory only where the water works 
owned by such person is “desired” by the municipality, and, 
if it does not desire such water works, it may procure any 
other. The constitution, declaring that the Legislature may 
extend the limit on municipal indebtedness by authorizing 
4 municipality to submit the question to the taxpayers

supply. To avoid the objection of an illegal divestment of 
iower of a City Council to select a particular water supply. 
he orderly course of procedure would submit the 
question generally whether an indebtedness not in excess 
of a definite amount within the limit imposed by Revised 
Codes should be incurred. and the Council would be then 
discretion in securing one supply or 
another, its judgment might dictate. The 
validity of municipal bonds issued under authority of a 
statute cannot be affected by the fact that, in providing for 
their payment, the Council may have imposed an illegal tax, 
the power to tax having nothing to do with the power to 
issue the bonds. An ordinance calling a special election to 
authorize an inerease in the indebtedness of the city by 
water works bonds and sewer bonds is not

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NEWS OF THE SOCIETIES 


American Society of Civil Engineers. 
—This society met in its forty-frst an- 
nual convention at the Mt. Washington 
Hotel, Bretton Woods, N. H., July 6 
to 9. The attendance was considerably 
smaller than had been anticipated. On 
the forenoon of the 6th President Bates 
delivered his annual address, an ab- 
stract of which is given elsewhere in 
this issue. On Wednesday evening re- 
ports were presented by the commit- 
tee on metric system and by a special 
committee on concrete and reinforced 
conerete. The former was not dis- 
cussed, but both written and oral dis- 
cussions were given of the latter. The 
oral discussions were all in agreement 
with the majority report; the minority 


report, however, was supported in a 
written communication from Major 
John S. Sewell. The majority report 


was accepted and ordered printed in 
the transactions. On Thursday after- 
noon discussions were heid cu the top- 
ics of “Fire Resistance Construction in 
Buildings,” “Impurities in Sand _ for 
Concrete’ and “Road Watering. vs. 
Oiling for Laying Dust.” The first 
was discussed at considerable length 
ina paper by Herbert M. Wilson. The 
second topic was discussed by Sanford 
kk. Thompson, who cited an instance 
failure of a concrete building 
due to the use of sand containing con- 
siderable vegetable matter. The sub- 
ject of dust laying was introduced by 
Samuel Whinery. who estimated that 
watering roads would cost about 3 to 
3 [-2 cents per square yard per sea- 
son, as against 5 I-2 to 6 cents for oil- 
ing, assuming that each were equally 
well done. The 6 cents per square yard 
per season, he suggested, would be the 
capital charges on a sum sufficient to 
secure a road construction which would 
be nearly dustless.

Erie, Pa.—Mayor Liebel has signed Com- 
mon Councilman Barber’s ordinance pro- 
viding for the issue and sale of bonds of 
the city of Erie to the amount of $80,000 
for the city’s portion of the construction of 
a main sewer in the valley of Mill Creek,

cost in case it should prove a failure; he 
offered to install a plant at the opening of 
any sewer having a discharge of 1,000,000 
gallons, at his own expense, which it is 
estimated would be about $30,000.

the sum of $500 to provide a garbage dis- 
posal plant; the ordinance was referred to 
the general improvement committees; this 
sum is not large enough to pay the cost 
of such a plant, but will, if it is passed, 
provide sufficient money to enable Council 
to proceed with the preliminary work.
